RECOVERY ANTICIPATED NEXT 


The trade forecast of the Federa- 
tion of British Industries for the 
fourth quarter of 1930, published 
on November-3, contains the re- 
assurance that, although Great Bri- 
tain is experiencing a trade depres- 
sion more severe than any since 
1920-21, our trade has by compari- 
son with certain other countries 
been only, moderately affected.: In 
the United States of America, for 
Instance, the setback in the rato of 
industrial activity has been one of 
the most pronounced ever recorded, 
with a drop of something ike 30 to 
40 per cent. in the level of produc- 
tion in less than a year. 

Though the forecast is guarded 
as to the future, it commits Itself 
to the extent of stating that it 
seems almoat certain that some of 
the most persistent and long-term 
causes of our industrial ills are 
likely to undergo a permanent 

change for the better. The gold 
situation, for example, is becoming 
easier, and the credit situation less 
rigid. . Long-term interest rates 
are beginning to move towards a 
lower level, while the pressure: of 
borrowing on account of both inter- 
national’ indebtedness and distress- 
ed industrial borrowers Is beginning 


‘| to relax. 


Finally, the disastrous collapse in 
American buainess and commerce 
may hasten the day when that coun- 
try will come to realise that an 
economic policy of “splendid isola- 
tlon” ja not consistent with her own 
interests in a modern internation- 
alized world. The most that the 
Yederation’s economies department 
will prophesy is that at the moment 
the omens are favourable for some 
slight, though probably temporary,

The forces’ responsible for the 
world collapse in prices appear al- 
most to have spent themselves, and 
in this sense we may be said to have 
touched the bottom of the trough 
of depression.

Invalid Without Consent 
of Parents. 


Kuala Lumpur, Nov. 21. 

Interesting evidence concerning 
Chinese marriage customs was 
given by Mr. W, D.. Horne, Pro-- 
tector of Chinese, in the police 
court before Mr, G. A. de C. de 
Moubray yesterday when a middle- 
aged Chinese, Kwong Yau-lum, and 
an elderly woman, Lei Kwal-pho, 
alias Wong Yoon, allag Ku’an Kwa, 
were charged with having imported 
a Chinese woman from China an 
trafficked in women, — ‘ 

Thong Nyoh-yin, 9 Hakka widow 
with three children, said that she 
met the first accused in her native 
village, Tham Sui, in China, He 
told her she could get $3 a day by 
tapping rubber trees, so on July 12 
she left Hong Kong, subsequently 
arriving in Sungei Bes! where she 
stayed in the house of the: second 
accused. Both the “accused, 
threatened to atrike her if she left 
the houses, | 

After staying there for over-a- 
month a man named Sen Chek was 
brought to see her and witness was 
told by the second accused that as 
the man had paid an advance of $10 
she would. have to go with him. 
Before leaving witness saw Sen 
Chek handing to tho- accused - $100 
and recelving a document In ex- 
change. 

The witness went to Sen Chek’s 
house in'the jungle off the Kajang 
Road, but returned to Sungei Besi 
next day and asked the accused to 
return the man’e money as she 
could not stay in the jungle. She 
waa again threatened by- the ac- 
cused and later went with Sen 
Chek to Kajang where he rented a 
room for $3. Here she was found 
on October 24 by the Protector of 
Chinese. ~ ° 

Sen Chek gave her no-money and 
she had to rely for food on the man 


'from whom he had rented the room. 


Witness was: not related to either 
e_-nccused._In the course of | 
cross-examination witness stated 
that when she agreed to come to 
Malaya she handed the first accused 
$80 to pay for expenses. . 
“Travelling Salesman.” 
' Yen Chek, a Chinese employed on 
a rubber éstate off the Kajang 
Road, said. he was asked to take 
away a certain woman trom ‘a house 
in Sungei, Bes!. | He went to-the 
house where he saw. a “travelling 
salesman,” (the firat-accused) who 
told him he could have the woman 
for $120.. Witness agreed and a 
document was drawn up. : 
After two days the woman left 
him so he demanded the return of 
his money, the accnsed telling him 
to call for it next day. In the 
meantime witness took the woman 
to Kajang. : ; ‘ 
First accused: Is it. not.a fact 
that the woman was willing to 
marry you, and that only the travel- 
ling expenses were to be returned 
to me?

After Lady Yule in 1902 had re- 
fused to return to India, Sir David 
told her repeatedly that he would 
not give India up for anybody or 
anything, Sir David Yule visited 
her periodically at St. Alban’s. 

She inherited £40,000 from her 
father. Slr David gave’ her no 
settled allowance, but paid “lump 
suma into her account from time to 
time, but she paid indoor expenses. 

Sir David Yule did not take the 
slightest interest In the place be- 
yond using it as a dormitory, when 
in England. a a 

His Indlan Family. 

When he was'knighted at the 
Delhi Durbar, he was presented to 
the King holding the hands of In- 
dian children, members of a family 
to whom he was devotedly attached 
and whom” he presented to His 
Majesty as “his Indlan family.” 

When Sir David Yule received a 
baronetcy in 1922, he took the 
significant title of Sir David Yule 
of Hooghly River. .

Life Work of of Family of 
Grattemen: 


There is a conspiratorial air 
about the narrow streets of Seven 
Dials which not even modern im- 
provements have been able entirely 
to' dissipate, says a writer in the 
Morning Post. An atmosphere of 
secrecy and bygone deeds‘of viol- 
ence pervades the quarter still, and 
is pacticularly noticeable in Little 
White Lion Street, where I found 
Mr. Sam Rex, last of a long line of 
Devon armourers and, it Is be: 
litved, the only swordmaker and ar- 
mourer still plying his trade in 
London. F y 

As you enter tho littls dim shop, 
built perhaps a century and a half 
ago, it is not dificult to imagine 
the part such a place would ‘have 
played, ssy, during. the Civil Wat 
when the Pallament began to fit the 


‘close-shorn apprentices of London 


with helmet and buckler, or to 
visualise Gordon rioters raiding the 
shop for swords and daggers in pre- 
paration for their attack on New- 
gate prison. 

In a darie corner is piled a heap 
of awords of all periods, their hilts 
twisted into a variety of fantastic 
shapes, What Nght there is 
gleams brightest in the breastplates 
and helmets hung side by side 
round the walls, and a stack of tall 
halberds, pikes and spears points 
threateningly at the undersida of a 
large’ stuffed crocodile slung’ in- 
congruously from the ceiling. 

In The Workshop. 


In the inner workshop 1s a bat- 
tered bench anyil and vice on which 
lie‘a number of short-handled ham- 
mers of all sizos—the craftaman’s 
most Important tools.

Most of his cus- 
toniers are people who have bought 
old country Houses and wish 'to de- 
corate them with pfeces of arm- 
our, but he also numbers a few 
American among his regular visi- 
tors when they are in London, and 
they rarely leave.without taking 
with them,some specimen ‘of the 
modern armourers’ craft:
